TAPERING 
The new， proposed，、building 
“Would measure 105 feet from the 


Stockton Street side，with the_ back 


Side facing Hang Ah Alley set back 
20 feet at the upper levels，and 
tapering at a 45"” angle starting from 
80 feet above the Stocktan Street 
gound level. 

The tapered east face of the 
building is calculated to increase the 
amount of afternoon -Sunlight 
Teaching the Chinese Playground on 
the otherside of HangAh Alley. The 
playground quality has been an issue 
of great concern to many community 
groups, This building profile would 

.provide some improvement for the 


four months from May to August， 


according to Miller. 
工 he ceiling heights may have to 
be reduced for the retail and office 
Spaces on the lower floors，which 
amount to more than 3,000 square 
feet each. The original 29 two- 
bedroom residential units may be 
diminished by only three or four， 
provided that some are converted to

Schoolers，teenagers，adults and 
Senior citizens. 

HI the Project spons6F is not

Lew believed that alternate 
Sites are available in Chinatown.

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Detroit Chinese Americans 
Hold Demonstration for Chin 


By DIANE YEN-MEI WONG 
DETROIT，Michigan 一 Over 
600 persons, most of them Chinese 
Americans， demonstrated last 


.Monday in front of the federal 


building in Detroit. They gathered to 
protest the killing of Vincent Chin, a 
local draftsman， by two white 
autoworkers, andthe subsequentfine 
and probation Sentence meted out to 
the two by a Wayne County Circuit 
Judge. (EL 了 3/4/83) 

According to Helen Zia，Ppress 
liaison and secretary forthe coalition 
group which organized out of the 
Chin slaying, Americans for Justice， 
the group had expected perhaps only 
300 or 400 persons to Show up for 
the event. They were Pleased with 
the turnout and media coverage. 

LARGEST 


“Some of the older Detroit 
Chinese Americans Said it was the 
largest demonstration they had 
seen,” stated Zia.“It was also the 
first since the China Relief 
demonstrations they had in the 
1940s [to raise money for ally China 
during WWIIJ]. 

“<One woman safd that she saw 
people there at the demonstration 
that she hadn't seen in 20 years， 
chuckled Zia，who noted that the 
crowd also included “many 
Supporters from other racial and 
ethnic groups as well. 

The roster of speakers included 
persons from the Korean，Filipino 


and Japanese communities; New 
Detroit，Inc.，a _ public _ corporation 
comprised of companies concerned 
with the renewal of Detroit，the 
Catholic Archdiocese of Detroit; the 
city council; the National 
Association of Black Organizations; 
and the NAACP. 

Guest of honor，Lily Chin，the 
slain man'Ss mother，gave 3 brief 
statement to the crowd.“Thank you 
for all of your support. 工 wantjustice 
for my son,”she stated simply. 

Sympathizers in New York City 
also formed a smaller support picket 
line on that same day to Protest the 
killing and sentencing. One of the 
organizers, Yee Ling Poon, reported 
that about 25-30 persons turned out 
for the line. 

ENDORSEMENTS 

“There “ were representatives 
from different organizations,” she 
reported.， Groups present included 
the Japanese American Citizens 
League; the New York City Human 
Rights Commission through 
commissioner and Prof.C. T. Wu， 
the Asian American Caucus for 
Disarmament; and Asian Americans 
for Equality. 

Though ， there ”were “many 
additional church endorsements， 
Poon told  EasYJest that 
unfortunately many of them could 
not make it to the picket line. Two， 
Moung-gul Son, a staff member of 
the Global Ministry of the United 


Methodist Church，and Franklin 
Woo, head of the Chinese Program 
of the National Council of Churches 
were on their way West， 

“They are going to talk to the 
ministers [of their churches] about 
the Vincent Chin case to get their 
Support ”the New York woman 
explained. 

Though everyone with whom the 
picket line organizers have Spoken 
seems Sympathetic，Poon admitted 
that New York City media have not 
placed too much importance on the 
issue because it happened in Detroit, 

However，Poon argued against 
this position. “Even though it 
happened -in Detroit， it has 
implications for Asian Americans 
throughout the country. People are 
afraidthatitmayhappento anyone,” 
she continued. 

UNITES 

“Itsanissuethatunites all Asian 
Americans. They thought Chin was 
Japanese!” She “exclaimed in 
reference to the racial motive forthe 
baseball-bat beating. 


(An eyewitness to the verbal 


insult incident which eventually led 
tothe slayingremembers thatthetwo 
killers blamed Chin for the high 
unemployment among autoworkers， 
They possibly saw in hm 8a 
Tepresentative of the Japanese car 
import industry.) 

The _ Detroit Americans for 
Justice last Wednesday carried their 


protest to the United Auto Workers， 
the union which represents the car 
industry's employees.

TRAFFIC 

Concerns about the possible 
traffic impact and ， suggested 
mitigations were voiced by Michael 
Louie of the Chinatown 
Transportation Research and 
Improvement Project (TRIP).“The 
Project Sponsor, at its Sole cost and 
expense， will design and implement 
an alternative west entrance to 
Chinese Playground which provides 
for the safe， protected， and 
convenient accesSs by users of all 
ages， according to one of TRIP's 
mitigation measures 

Dean Macris of the city Planning 
department urged the Planning 
commission to comment on the 
proposed conditions. However, the 
latter felt that more information was 
neceSSary before it could make a 
judgment. 

Ihe project's encroachment on 
Sunlight and open Space remained a 
problem for the commission. “To 
deprive them [the children] of sun is 
wrong,” Commissioner Bierman 
accused. 

“Iam concerned abonut light and 
air,” ITIemarked Commissioner 
Nakashima.…“Ifyouputup abuilding 
that blocks out light and air, that's 
just as bad as losing sunlight.” 

REPEAT 

“We oughtto have an analysis in 
terms of the shadow diagram and sky 
exposure,” insisted _ commission 
chair Iony Rosenblatt. “We also 
oughtto have arepeat ofthe solar fan 
(Study) so that we can all understand 
what the degree of impact is and can 
more intelllgentiy makethejudgment 
into whether the mitigations are 
appropriate.” 

The commission was also not 
completely at ease with Some of the 


compromise's other points. 
Nakashima commented on the 
Provision of alternate open 


recreational Space by Commodore- 
Stockton Playground located on 
Clay between Stockton and Powell. 
“There has been no discussion with 
the board of education or the school. 
Since they don't like to make long- 
term agreements，how can anyone 
guarantee 10 years?” he asked. 
The “commissioner is not 
convinced _ that the mitigation 
measure 1S proper because it is just 


“words on paper.” “Stronger 
language to make this a concrete 
action is needed,” Nakashima 
insisted. 


Alice Barkley, a city attorney on 
the staff ofthe planning commission， 
voiced a similar concern abonut the 
enforceability of that mitigation 
measure.“The open Space condition 
is full of Problems: it is not 
enforceable. It involves other 
agencies，Such as the School board 


and_ the Department of Public 
Works. And unless those agencies 
are brought into the negotiation 
process _ and Some framework is 
worked out，I don't see how the 
conditions can actually “be 
enforced.” 

Speaking for the compromise 
projects， attorney ”Gordon Lau 
assSured that many of these 
enforcementproblems can be Solved. 
What is important, he maintained, is 
that various community groups are 
able to work out a good faith 
agreement.“If we can get the senior 
groups in Chinatown to work with 
the younger members on a good faith 
basis，we can get SoOmething done,” 
he insisted. 

Other “spokesmen for the 
Chinatown  _ community similarly 
emphasizedthe cooperation between 
Ning Yung and other community 


Organizations， Gordon Chin， 
executive director of the Chinatown 
Neighborhood Improvement 


Resource _ Center， admitted that 
while the compromise was“not the 
best， not “ perfect” he still 
Supported itbecause “itestablishes a 
precedent of working together in 
addressing various Problems in 
Chinatown.” 


GOOD WORDS 

Mel Lee，who headed up the 
united front, added some good words 
forthe Ning Yung Association. The 
group has provided a lot of low-cost 
housing to _ the community，he 
informed the commission, With rents 
about half of those of comparable 
dwelling units. 

“Aslongasthe Chinesetake care 
of themselves, it is okay for city hall 
not to pay attention,”Lee observed. 
“This is the first time [the Chinese 
are asking for something]. I beg you 
[the planning commission] to [take] 
an a 人 rmative action.” 

“ITwould like to be in favor,butI 
would like more information 
responded Commissioner 玉 arasick. 
He recalled a strong letter of protest 
from Better Parks and Recreation 
andindicated concernthathehad not 
heard any more from that Source. 

Rosenblatt “concurred， “We 
ought to have abetter understanding 
than we have tonight. Regardless of 
what agreements you have all come 
to，[we have to determine] as to 
whether, frfom aplanning standpoint， 
we are making the pIOper decision. 

“The commission has its Own 
responsibility that goes beyond just 
the question ofwhether all parties are 
in agreement,” .he “contiued. 
“Underlying everything we do， 
hopefully, there's certainly Supposed 
to be, the planning code, the master 
plan and the planning 
considerations. 

The continuation of the Ning 
Yung case would certalinly allow 
more _ time for the ， planning 
commission to make 3a more 


informed decision，but a couple of 
commissioners expressed the fear 
that the compromise might fall apart

Racial prejudice is rearing its head once againinthe 四 
US. Often dormant，this persistent feature of US 
Society is once again becoming active， and Asian 
Americans are its target of choice. | 

In Detroit, Vincent Chin was murderedbytwomen 轩 
with abaseballbat. In 工 A, a shot was fired through the 
window ofaVietnamesehome andended TracIhiVu s 
life. Most recently, a 17-year-old Vietnamese youth， 
Thong Hy Huynh，was stabbed to death by a high 
School student while other students looked on and 有 
cheered. 1 王 

What is particularly invidious about the_ Chin 时 
Imurder was that the court only fined the killers $3,000 
for their act，essentially giving the killing ofhcat 
sanction. 

These are Some of the most flagrant examples of 】 
recent anti-Asian racism. One wonders how many 
incidents of verbal abuse，physical intimidation and 轩 
outright discrimination go Unreported. 

Several “reasons”for the recent increase in Such 
activities can be offered.. One potent factor is 
undoubtedly the economy. Unable to deal with the 
anxieties and frustrations of the current recession 几 
many people lash out at convenient scapegoats.-Asiang 
Americans are bearing the brunt of this reaction. In the 
Chin murder,， the Killers，unemployed auto Workers 慎 
blamed“[people] like you”for putting them out of 
WOrk. 

Whatever the reasons, the bottom line is that SUc 
barbarity has no place in any society, Particularly onei 
Such as the US that likes to consider itself an example 
for other nations to follow. The killings of Chin，Trac 琶 
and Ihong are more . characteristic of animalistic 
cruelty than of an enlightened society. 了 

Asian Americans must not allow such incidents to 
continue.

Wu declared that the impetus 
in offering the resolution was“no 
Iotation Without community con- 
Sultation.”

the planned rotation of Dr. John- 
SoOn Was causing among the China- 
town/North Beach community. 

“TI see my job (as a membeT)

Prior to Monday night's meet- 
ing，Wu told East/est that the 
decision to _ request the morato- 
Tium came after _ efforts to com- 
Imunicate “ community concern 
about Dr. Johnson's rotation to 
health officials failed.

Northeast Medical Services，and 
questioned whether her rotation 
Would actually contribute to her 
professional growth 

“Dr. Johnson's growth and de- 
Velopment cannot be questioned,” 
he declared.“She has done more 
than any other health official, in- 
cluding Dr. Silverman (the head of 
the Dept. of Public Health and the 
one ordering her rotation)， The 
reason for the rotation policy 
Simply does not apply in Dr. 
Johnson's case.” 


RESEARCH 

Huen noted that based on his 
extensive research，there are no 
studies demonstrating that rota- 
tions do, in fact, even contribute 
to Such career growth. “The pri- 
Imary reason for the rotation poli- 
cy has not been demonstrated,” 
he concluded. 

Health Center 4 volunteer 
Donald Ng felt that the rotation 
Policy set a dangerous precedent: 
policy-making without prior con- 
Sultation with the community. 
“This doesn't reflect what demo- 
cracy is al about，or what this 
country is all about. 

“We ought to _ have 3a policy 
Where the _ community is consult- 
ed ”he argued. “DTr，9Silverman 
and his staff are，by definition， 
public servants，and they Should 
Start ServVing the public.” 

Attorney Ed Lee of the Asian 
Law Caucus told the board that 
the policy was not appropriate 
for meeting the needs of the 
Chinatown/North Beach commnu- 
nity. He noted that the policy des- 
cribes itself as “an avenue for 
meeting constantly shifting 
needs. 

GROWING 

“We don t have shifting needs 一 
We have growing needs. Because 
these needs are growing,” Lee ob-

long-term staff who know how to 
Serve the community.” 

Lee pointed out to the board 
that the pojlicy also allows 25% of 
a health center's staff to-be rota- 
ted.“Can you imagine the kind of 
disruption that would occur 计 this 
were jimplemented2? ”he queried.

personnel and management issue 
that the Health Dept. has every 
Tight to devide， Lee challenged 
this view.“When you assess all the 
activity going on, and listen to the 
people speaking about this issue， 
it is clear that it is much more 
than a Simple question of person- 
nel,”the attorney asserted . 

Dr. Huen，speaking with East/ 
West before the neeting, also ad- 
dressed the question of whether 
Dr. Johnson s rotation is an issue 
for the department, not the com- 
Immunity, to decide. Huen acknow- 
ledged that as head of the depart- 
ment，DTr. Silverman does have a 
certain right to set policy. 

“But he doesn's have the right 
to_ set policy independently of 
what the staff and _ community 
think. In the final analysis，he is 
accountable to _ the community. 
He's not an overlord”maintained 
Huen.

“It is beyond reproach to ask

ces to limited or non-English 
Speaking persons . . . . Weve in- 
tervened to ensure that persons 
who do not speak ot write English 
will not be denied rights and bene- 
fits to which they are entitled.”

The resolution was authorized by 
Senator Milton Marks (R-San 
Francisco). 

“California has one of the lar- 
gest nuimber of Japanese Ameri- 
Can citizens of any state. In 1942， 
TI_ witnessed the sudden evacua- 
tion of thousands of American 
citizens,， Iany of them friends of 
mine,” recalled the senator. 
“Those of us who were not eva- 
cuated cannot fuly comprehend 
what Japanese Americans experTi- 
enced，They 1lost friends，their 
homes, their businesses. 


“It is only appropriate that Ca- 
lifornia take the lead in calling 
upon Congress and the President 
to _ provide monetary compensa- 
tion. My SJR 9 urges them to do 
30,”Marks explained.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Having 
finally visited my parents” ancestral 
villages in Dowmen District (South 
of Chungshan Districtin Guangdong 
Province),Iknow I will neverbe the 
same again. A bart of me remains 
there among my relatives, along with 
our family's youthful faces grinning 
behind old picture frames on the 
walls of our ancestral homes. A part 
of Dowmen made the trans-Pacific 
trek back with me to my real home in 
“Old Golden Mountain.” 

My first time in China in 1974, 工 
toured the famous sights as a 
journalist working with 素 aswIFrest 工 
kicked myself again and again 
afterwards for not visiting Dowmen 
then. 

OPPORTUNITY 

The opportunity finally came in 
November of last year when [joined

of our Chinese American roots. 

Our itinerary included Canton，

years ago，China has not grown 
imnmensely，due to interruptions 
caused by the Cultural .Revolution 
and Gang of Eour. However, there 
are Some obvious Signs of 
improvement: plentiful food and 
commodities in the market place, 3 
more open and optimistic attitude 
amongpeople wemet, free enterprise 
and monetaryincentives,and a more 
favorable policy change towards 
OVerseas Chinese. 
BACKE DOOR 

Onthenegative side,the sanitary 
conditions and educational oppor- 
tunities haven't improved greatly. 
There is a yen for Western products 
and favoring of foreigners，and 
insurmountable red tape and 
indecisiveness on the part of 
bureaucrats, (ITherefore， back door 
politics and connections to getthings 
done). 

All that we Saw impressed us 
with the _ influence of overseas 
Chinese Support. So many schools， 
libraries, hospitals, hotels, factories， 
“gun towers”(tall watch towers with 


window sjlits for guns to defend 


against bandits)， houses， roads， 
waterwaySs，and bridges have only 
been built because of financial 
contributions from overseas Chinese 
in Hong 天 ong，Macao，Southeast 
Asia and North America. 

For example, in the Chek Hom 
Commune in KaipingDistrict, they 
have relatives in over 3$1 countries. 
The remittances and contributions 
they receive from these relatives 
equal their annual agricultural 
income of$5,000,000 rezzzzazzzDi(US 
$2,630,000). 

Presently,there are new factories 
being Subsidized ”by overseas 
Chinese capital，For example，in 
Taishan we visited the Shuibu 
Sewing Factory “ opened ”with 
equipment and materials financedby 
Hong 天 ong stockholders and 
matching funds from the Chinese 
government. 

INCENTIVE 

After five years, the factory mnust 
pay back 209% of the principle every 
year until the loan is paid o 任 . In the

j] Chinese， 


meantime, the net profit goes backto 
the stockholders and each 
stockholder can designate a Telative 
to be employed there.，Ihis way， 
unemployment is partialy solved; 
there is an incentive for overseas 
Chinese to help; and China is able to 
attract foreign capital. 

We were told that relatives with 
overseas Chinese connections really 
suffered during the Land Reform 


Movement and Cultural Revolution 


when .land was taken away from 
overseas Chinese and landlords. 


Relatives of overseas Chinese were 
persecuted because of their status. 


The Chinese government is 


trying to make amends now by 
j returning seized property，building 


housing for returned ”Overseas 
Chinese，encouraging contributions 
investments ”from Overseas 
and establishing ”an 
Overseas Chinese Bureau in every 
district to welcome us back. 
Because of my work with the 
Chinese ” Women of .America 


| Research Project, I especially took 
note of the role of women in China. 
As my- aunt remarked to me Over 


dinner:“Yes, theyhave liberated us. 
We can work and draw equal pay. 
But who can say things are better for 
Us now? 

“We have no choice but to work 
in orderto help ourfamily make ends 
meet. On top of a full-time job, we 
still must do the cooking，the 
shopping，most of the housework， 
and care for the children.”She then 
smiled at herhusband and said, But 
with working comes status. Because 
I now earn my Share， my husband 
and mother-in-law can't pick on me 
anymore.” 

WARMTH 

One woman 工 interviewed in 
Jiangmen had actually chosen to 
returmn to China after living in the 
United States for one year, In her 
view，families in America 1lack 
warmth. She pointed to the elderly in 
institutions abandoned by their 
children and the number of broken 
homes due to divorce. 

As far as She is concerned, as 3 
woman, life is better in China. There

are childcare centers and dininghalls 
at Work to take care of the two 
greatest problems for ”women 
workers: childcare and cooking.

CONTRAST 

When we left Canton for the 
Villages, I noticed the stark contrast 
Tight away. It was like moving from 
the 1950's back into the 1800"s， 
Village life hasbasically not changed 
much since ouUr parents left. Yes, 工 
SaW a few tractors，paved roads， 
Some “new “homes， electricity， 
television antennaes, and other Signs 
ofprogress. Andnobody complained 
about being hungry or appeared in 
patched clothing. 

了 owever，the images of village 
life in Guangdong Province which 
stand out in my mind are still 
water buffaloes in the fields; 
women in Chinese blouses 和 
water pails on their shoulders， 
Washing clothes in the creek or 
cookingoverasmokey stove fed with 
straw with ababytiedto their backs; 
the villages cutting Sugar cane and 
tilling the soil with their sun-baked， 
calloused hands; 

TIhe pigs and chickens having a 
field day along the narrow dirt 
pathways; the holes in the ground 
that serve as toilets and fertilizer 
depositors; and the straight rows of 
grey ancestral homes with double 
doors that face the west，a high 
ledged doorway and small courtyard 


to be crossed，and a large sitting 
room with an altar table at the end 
Which no longer bears ancestral 
pictures,， gods or incense. 

All of my relatives in the four 
Villages I visited in Dowmen were 
happyto see me.Iwas the first of my 
clan to return since my parents le 信 
60 years a go. 工 did not realize what 
an honor it is to the village to have a 
Chinese American Visit, 

BEST 

Normally, their meals consist of 
lots of rice and vegetables and 
maybe，sSome Salted fish or fatty 
pork. 了 But the three nights that 工 
for dinner，they served their New 
Year best 一 /ft cpnoy Soup，chicken， 
goose, fish, squid, barbequed pork， 
bean thread and fresh greens. 

There were tears，much hand- 
clasping and messages for me to 
bring back to my family, plus home- 
grown gifts of honey，blacKk beans， 
eggs, herbs, tea and the one gift that 
almostgot me into trouble with US 
Customs 一 abamboo smoking pipe 
for my father. 

I was adamant that 工 not come 
back as a Magi bearing gifts, and 工 
already had a lot of cash to dispense 
from my parents and uncles. So 工 
bought each family oil，noodles， 
cookies and candies (all of which I 
learned later was no longer in Short 
SuUpply). The few American items 工 
brought along 一 dried ,fruits，Ppens， 
balloons, Life Savers 一 Seemed more 
interesting to them 

I believe, though, the memories 
of our meeting 一 and the color 
photographs 工 intend to Send 
back 一 will be the most important 
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gifts of all. 
IMPROVED 


Among my relatives, there were 
no requests for money and no cries 
about how unbearable life is for 
them. “Things have _ improved 
greatly in the last two years, they 
keptsaying. However, theyall would 
still like to come to America: village 
life is still hard; the opportunities to 
relocate, obtain a college education 
and change jobs almost impossible. 

TI was asked to find American- 
born Chinese husbands for two 
cousins and to help one aunt 
emigrate to America. Understanding 
their situation, TIreally cannotblame 
them. 工 was told that the year 2000 
would be the turning point for the 
Chinese people，but by then，my 
relatives would be too oldto reap the 
full benefits. Thus, their impatience， 


Quite honestly (and selfishly), 工 
am glad my parents emigrated to 
America.Icould very well be toiling 
in the fields with a baby on my back， 
slaving Over a straw-burning Stove， 
walking among the dung-infested 
gutters and pathways，catering to a 


demanding husband， trying to keep 


the leaking house in order，and not 
noticing the “beautiful Sunsets 
because of the daily demands of life. 

Butfortunately forme, because of 
atwistoffate,Iamin Americawhere 
TIhavethe opportunity to exercise my 
rights and realize my potentials. And 
that， coupled with a better 
understanding and appreciation for 
my parents and their generation，is 
lesson that I have learned from this

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
Americans have made tremendous 
contributions to the building of 
America and this tradition is still 
going Strong. Hiram Woo, president 
of Golden Coin Savings and Loan， 
has just won approval for his plan to 
build an 886-acre town in Solano 
County- 
Called Manzanita, the project is 
the first new township in Solano 
County in 120 years. The 
development will cost an estimated 
$250 million and will include 
residential homes， a downtown 
shopping mall area， commercial 
areas and_ industrial sites. -When 
completed， it will be home for an 
estimated $,800 people.

IThe project is to be located near 
Vacaville, approximately one hours 
drive from SFE. Construction is 
Scheduled to begin by the end of this 
year. The firstphase of construction， 
which includes most of the 
downtown Shopping area, the entire 
industrial area and many of the 
residentialunits, willbe completed in 
a year and a half. 

“People will probably be moving 
in within a year,”Ppredicted the 
developer.

His plan initially encountered 
opposition by some Solano County 
community groups.， “The main 
conceIn 一 and it's a valid concern 一 
was whether the development would 
have a_negative fiscal impact on

But financial analysts convinced 
the county Supervisors that the 
project would actually contribute to 
county coffers over $2 million 
annually in property and other taxes. 

DISRUPT 

“The second concern” Woo 
continued,“was agriculture. Some 
Solano County residents feared that 
the town and industries it attracted 
might disrupt the countys 
agricultural economic base. 

Woo observed, however, thatthe 
land was zoned for “marginal 
agricultural use”and contained very 
low-grade，class-4 soil. “We were 
able to demonstrate _ that this 
development was the best possible 
use for the land. Otherwise, it would 
just lie there unproductive.” 

Woo was assisted in his efforts to 
win approval for his project by 
Solano County resident .Robert 
Powell，owner of the Nut ITree 
Testaurant near the Site of 
Manzanita.“We don't let everyone 
into Solano County,” 了 Powell said， 
“and some people wanted to chase

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Construction Trades Still Pose 
Problems for AA Participation 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 One of 
the job areas where Asian 
Americans ”are Seriously 
Underrepresented is the construction 
field，Io help meet this problem， 
Chinese for Affirmative Action met 
WwWith Bay Area contractors last week 
and is holding a reception for Asian 
American tradeswomen this week. 

The tradeswomen meeting, to be 
held on Friday, May 13, 5 to 7 pm 
(call CAA,398-8212forlocation)is 
part of a Caltrans project to place 
more Asian Americans, women and 


native Americans， in highway 
construction jobs. 
ACTIVE 


“The goal is to increase the 
active pool of these groups for 
highway- construction jobs,” said 
PattieFong, project coordinator for 
CAA.“Our involvement is heavily 
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Roofer apprentice Linda Chan at work. (Photo by Pattie Fong) 


women-oriented. Women in the 
construction _ field are 
dominated by white women. 

“One of the reasons for the 
meeting on Friday,” Fong 
explained，'is to see ifthere is aneed 
for an Asian American women's 
Support network for construction 
jobs.” 

The Caltrans project is financed 
by the Federal Highway Program 
and is part of a state-wide effort to 
bring more Underrepresented groups 
into highway construction jobs.“We 
feel this is especially important 
because the new gasoline tax will be 
creating a lot of new highway 
construction jobs,” commented 
Fong. 

“If we can get more Asian 
Americans 一 men and women 一 into 
these jobs，just their physical 
Presence will encourage others to try 
to get jobs in this area,”she opined. 
“The first (minority) groups getting 
jobs in this field are really pioneers， 
paving the way for others.” 


SURPRISING 
Fong said that there are a 
SuIprising “number of Asian 


American women already in the 
construction field. Friday's meeting 
is an attempt to encourage others to 
enter the field as well. “We feel that 
other women construction Workers 
Would be the best recruiters,” the 
CAA staffer noted. 

Asian Americans， and 
particularly Asian ”American 
women, often face opposition among 
unions and contractors about going 
into construction，jobs， observed 
Fong. “Many feel that Asian 
Americans are best at technical jobs 
and should get jobs as engineers Or 
other technical jobs. 

“You also hear arguments that 
they aren't big enough or strong 
enough to do construction jobs, 
But,”she argued,“when you go to 
China and see Some of the loads 
being carried by the women，you 
realizethatthere's no question about 
their ability to do the job.” 

The federally-funded “project 
Supplements “Caltrans” existing 


affirmative action goals. “All 
publicly-funded “projects “have 
affirmative action goals,” Fong 


noted. 

Unfortunately，she added，such 
goals only appbly to public，not 
private, projects. In SF, forinstance， 
909 of construction projects are 
privately funded. 
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THEORY 

“JIn theory， these [private] jobs 
are also _ available，but this isn't 
alwaySs true，A_ contractor will 
usually carry his workforce from one 
job to the next”Fong commented. 
“But what you often find is that the 
contractor will bring on minorities 
for the publicly-funded contract and 
letthem go atthe end ofthe contract. 

“Wefeelthey should make a full- 
time ”commitment， Otherwise， 
minorities get 8 job for six months 
and then get laid off.， There's no 
reason We can't have affirmative 
action on the private contracts 3aS 
well”Fong declared. 

It was precisely for this reason 
that CAA met last week with 
contractors, trade union officials and 
community representatives.“This is 
the first time that we've gathered 
Such 3a group representing all the 
Imajor Segments of the construction 
trade 一 developers， contractors， 
Union Tepresentatives， community 
groups and public agencies,、Henry 
Der, executive director ofCAA,told 
the gathering. 

“Our goal is to identify and 
discuss _ the “problems Asian 
Americans are encountering in 
entering the construction trades, and 
tomainstream Asian Americans into 
better-paying, long-range careers in 
Construction.” 

UNIONS 

Some of the problems that 
Surfaced at the meeting concerned 
the role of unions. With many union 
members already out of work, it is 
difficult for “Asian Americans to 
enter the unions，pass through the 
apprenticeship programs and then 
land jobs. 

But Stan Smith of the SF 
Building Trades Councilpromisedto 
address this problem. “We have a 
new leadership in the Building 
Trades Council and we are 
committed to _ getting [affirmative 
action] work done,”he vowed. 

JIn addition, many unions require 
members to pay dues before they 
even obtain jobs，presenting a sti 任 
financial barrier to many Asian 
Americans. Mike Munoz，a_ union 
carpenter，Sspoke on the dificulties 
encountered in entering the trade 
unions.“A lot of trades are very 
clannish，” he said. “There is a 
tendency to take care of the 


But unions weren't the only 
source ”of ，problems， observed 
Wayne Ihomas of the San Mateo 
JInternational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers. Thomas noted 
that while the state closely monitors 
theirlevel ofminority membership,it 
is not equally rigorous in ensuring 
that minority members are hired. 

COMMITMENTS 

One of the solid commitments to 
emerge from the meeting came from 
the SF Building Trades Council， 
which promised to make itself 
available as 3a go-between for CAA 


and the unions in order to address 
these problems. 

Another specific commitment 
came from John 下 . Doub of D. 卫 . 
Consulting Services， JInc.， a 
construction consulting firm. Doub 
promised to open his job sites to 
CAA clientstofamiliarize them with 
the variety of construction jobs, He 
also promised to pass onto CAAjob 
requirement information. 

“The major achievement of this 
meeting,” said Brenda Sunoo of 
Asian Neighborhood Design,，“was 
getting all these people together to 
discuss the issues，The fact that 
everyone is Sitting down together， 
discussing the problems, and notjust 
trying to shift the blame，is very 
Significant.” 

But discussion itself is not 
enough, noted CAA staff member， 
Susan Iam,. There will be a follow- 
up meeting in three months to see 
what has been done and what still 
needs to be done.“We don't want 


this to be just aa one shot

Fishmen Plead 
Guilty to Gil 
Net Fishing 
OAKLAND 一 Five 


Vietnamese refugees pleaded guilty 
]ast week to using ijllegal gill nets to 
take protected striped bass from the 
SF Bay. The crime is a felony and 
carries a maximum prison term of 
three years and a $5,000 fine. A gill 
net catches fish by the gills and is 
illegal to use for striped bass. 

A sixth defendant pleaded not 
guilty and is currently standing trial. 
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Pleading guilty were Le Van 
Tran, 30, and Ty Van Tran, 29,both 
of SF; and 和 Xot Tran, 42, and Hoang 
Van “Huynh， 20， both of 
Sacramento， 

All four were arrested July 20， 
near Golden Gate Fields racetrack 
by game wardens and Albany police. 
Authorities had been stakingthe area 
out after reports of suspicious night- 
time activities. 

JIn a second poaching case，Iho 
Ngoc Nguyen, S2, of San Jose, also 
pleaded guilty. An Van Le,，34, of

HARASSMENT 

The killing occurred last 
Wednesday. It was the culmination 
of continued harassment and abuse 
to which the Vietnamese students at 
Davis were Subjected. It grew out of 
a confrontation three weeks before， 
between the Small group of 
Vietnamese Students at Davis and 
other Students. 

Long related that a_ group of 
about 20 students kept throwing a 
football at them while they were 
trying to eat lunch. The Vietnamese 


students kept throwing it back. 
FEinally Thong got angry, Long said.

Something,，but they never Say they 
SorrY,”Temembered Long. 

The other students, including the 
youth who would kill Thong three 
WwWeeks later，gathered around for a 
fight with the Vietnamese Students.

Because of this，some students at 
Davis seemed to feel that the blame 
forThong's killinglaypartly with the 
Vietnamese immaigrants.
